O nly six percent of Bucks County'* children who 
will return to public school* next week w ill find adequate, 
modern and uncrowded clastirooms. For forty yearn Bucks 
public school accommodations have become mcreaninRly 
inadequate. W hile the lack of school facilities in a nation* 
wide problem, caused generally because there has been » 
lack of new buildings erected since 1930, Bucks County's 
situation has been developing since 1910, A county sur­ 
vey recently completed indicates that the coming term 
finds the sc hool facilities crowded to a greater degree than 
at any previous time.

FO R most children who enter 
school for the first time in their 
lives the event Is a Joyous one. 
For a few, however, It la a painful 
ordeal. These few have been tied 
too close to their m others and 
have not had adequate experi­ 
ence 
in doing 
for 
themselves 
w hat they could do In playing 
with other children of their own 
age and in settling their own j 
quarrels and fighting their own 
battles on the home playground. 
Rome of 
these 
children 
have 
alm ost never been out of the sight 
and hearing of their m others. 
Properly, the m other of any 
young child will go with him to 
school on his very first day to 
m eet the teacher and present the 
child to her. B ut as soon as he 
m eets a few other children she 
will go home with as little cere­ 
mony aa possible. If the youngster 
cries after her, she will go anyway 
and, won't look back. 


One of the Clam 
If she Ungers long the child 
may cling to her and fail to be­ 
come one of the class. When s t 
last she tries to go, his sorrow 
may be greater than lf she had 
gone early. Besides, he will want 
her to Unger longer the next day. 


She may find It very difficult to 
get him to go to school without 
her for an Indefinite period. 
Perhaps it were far better for 
the fath er or some other adult to 
go to school with this child for 
the first few m ornings, than for 
the m other to go. I t ’* very desir­ 
able on the first several mornings 
for this child to have the com ­ 
pany of several other children, 
w hether by car or or. foot 


Leaves Promptly 
Practically always, lf the p ar­ 
en t leaves promptly after arriv­ 
ing at the school with the child, 
the teacher can easily handle the 
situation with the result that the 
Child soon adapts him self hap ­ 
pily 
Indeed, what the kinder­ 
garten or prim ary teacher most 
dislikes is for parents to linger 
after school begins. 
Of course, there Is occasionally 
a very extrem e rase in which the 
youngster will wail and cry for 
hours, and thus upset the entire 
class This happens more often In 
the nursery departm ent of S u n ­ 
day schools. In such a rase the 
wise teacher advises the parent 
to take the youngster home and 
keep him there for a week or two, 
gradually weaning him emotion­ 
ally from her.

FO R moat children who enter 
school for the first time in their 
lives the event I* a Joyous one. 
For a few, however, It is a painful 
ordeal. These few have been tied 
too clote to their mothers sad 
have not had adequate ex peri 
©nee in doing for themselves, 
what they could do In playing 
with other children of their own 
age and In settling their own 
quarrels and fighting their own 
battles on the home playground. 
Bom * of these children have 
alm ost never been out of the sight 
and hearing of their mothers. 
Properly, the mother of any 
young child will go with him to 
school on his very first day to 
meet the teacher and present the 
child to her, But as soon as he 
meets a few other children she 
will go home with as little cere­ 
mony as possible. If the youngster 
cries after her, she will go anyway 
and, won’t look back. 
One af the Claes 
If she Ungers long the child 
may cling to her and fall to be­ 
come one of the class. When at 
last she tries to go, his sorrow 
may be greater than if she had 
gone early. Besides, he will want 
her to Unger longer the next day. 


She may find It very difficult to 
get him to go to school without 
her for an Indefinite period. 
Perhaps It were far better for 
the father or some other adult to 
go to school with this child for 
the first few mornings, than tor 
the mother to go. Ifs very desir­ 
able on the first several mornings 
for this child to have the com­ 
pany of several other children, 
whether by car or or. foot 
Leaves Promptly 
Practically always, lf the par­ 
ent leaves promptly after arriv­ 
ing at the school with thp child, 
the teacher can easily handle the 
situation with the result that the 
Child soon adapts himself hap­ 
pily. Indeed. whRt the kinder­ 
garten or prim ary teacher most 
dislikes is for parents to linger 
after school bruins. 
Of course, there Is occasionally 
a very extrem e case In which the 
youngster will wall and cry for 
hours, and thus upset the entire 
class This happens more often in 
the nursery department of Sun­ 
day schools In such a case the 
wise teacher advises the parent 
to take the youngster home and 
keep him thtre for a week or two, 
gradually weaning him emotion­ 
ally trampler.
